Russ Hurl 90 Divisions At Nazis 


NEAR NEW GUINEA

The Russians were report- 
ed today to have hurled 90- 
odd armored and _ infantry 
divisions, perhaps 1,500,000 
men, into a great offensive on 
the southern front stretching 
from Taganrog on the Sea of 
Azov up:to the vicinity of 
Kharkov in the upper Uk- 
raine. 

Simultaneously, they were 
heavily attacking in the Orel sec- 
tor, some 250 miles above Khar- 
kov and 200 miles south of Mos- 
cow, and about Staraya Russa, 
the area where the German 16th 
army is encircled below Lenin- 
grad. 

Marshal Semeon Timoshenko 
was said to be employing upwards 
of 90 armored and infantry divi- 
sions in the great southern push, 
aimed at driving the Nazis back 
across the Dneiper river afong a 
line from Dnieperopetrovsk south 
to the Black Sea. 


INTENSIFY ATTACKS 

At the same time the Russians 
were said to be intensifying their 
attacks at many points on the cen- 
tral and northern fronts and blast- 
ing incessantly at the encircled 
German 16th army at Staraya 
Russa. 

The early annihilation of this 
force, before the Germans are 
able to masa sufficient relief 
troops to the south and west of 
Lake Mmen, was believed by 
qualified London sources te be an 
essential part of the Soviet strat- 
egy. 

Cleanup in that sector would 
free two or three Russian army 
corps—sufficient, probably, to give 
the Red army a heavy superiority 
in-man power for a quick thrust 
westward toward Lake Peipus. 
Such an operation would expose 
the flank and rear of all the Ger- 
man armies besieging Leningrad 
and holding the Volkov-Lake La- 
doga line.

Bighty years old, Senator Dan- 
durand spoke in the Senate only 
Tuesday night, but was taken to 
hospital Wednesday morning suf- 
fering from what was believed to 
be an attack of lumbago. 

He died at 7:55 p.m. E.D.T. (5:55 
p.m. M.D.T.). His Ottawa physician, 
Dr. F. W,.McKinnon, seid, ideath 
was thought to have been caused 
by a hemorrhage into the cyst of 
the pancreas.

| Tirpitz Fails To Get 


At British Convoy 


LONDON, March 12.—(CP)— 


The Stockholm correspondent of 


the News Chronicle reported today that the new German battle- 


ship Tirpitz, 


which put back into a Norwegian port after being 


attacked Monday by British torpedo; scarrying planes, failed to get 
within 300 miles of “her proppeccive prey"—a convoy which now 


has reached Russia. 

Neither his article nor the ad- 
miralty communique yesterday 
disclosed whether the Tirpits, sis- 
ter ship of the sunken Bismarck, 
suffered any damage in the at- 
tack north of Trondheim. 

The dispatch from Stockholm 
said, however, that the Tirpitz was 
built “on the German plan for com- 
paratively short sea trips” and that 
the crew, when in harbor, lived in 
barracks ashore. This, the dis- 
patch said, allowed more room for 
watertight compartments, which 
made the ship almost invulnerable 
to aircraft attack. 


The correspondent said he had 
learned, too, that the 10,000-ton 
German cruiser Prinz Eugen was 
“lying in Trondheim harbor badly 
holed” as a result of the torpedo 
attack off Norway Feb. 23 by the 
British submarine Trident. 

The admiralty communique 
Feb. 26, which announced the 
attack described the ship only as 
a “cruiser of the Prins Eugen 


class.” 
The News Chronicle's corre- 
spondent said many bodies were 


found floating in the cruiser’s flood- 
ed compartments when she man- 
aged to reach port.

Senate Leaders

OTTAWA, March 12.—(BUP)— 
The names of Senators J. H. King 
of British Columbia and D. T. 
Haig of Manitoba assumed lead- 
ership sigNificance on Parliament 
Hill today as the Senate, for the 
first time since confederation, 
stood bereft of both government 
and opposition leaders, 

The unusual situation created by 
the death last night of outstanding 
parliamentarian Raoul Dandurand 
—coming before the vacancy left by 
former Conservative Leader Arthur 
Mcighen had been filled—was rec- 
ognized as creating a major prob- 
lem not only for the senate, but 
also for the prime minister and the 
government. 

Dandurand’s passing, informed 
government sources said, has lent 
urgency to the problem of strength- 
ening the government's representa- 
tion from Quebec province. 

Of the powerful quartet of La- 
pointe, Cardin, Dendurand and 
Rinfret, it was pointed oul, Hon. 
P. J. A. Cardin alone remains, and 
he is badly broken in health, 
Senator King, a former minister 

of pensions and national health, 
was considered certain to be named 
at least temporary government 
leader in the upper house and in- 
formed government circles consid- 
ered it likely that he would receive 
the appointment permanently. 

Conservative circles regarded the 
selection of Senator Haig of Win- 
nipeg in succession to Arthur 
Meighen as equally certain.

Allies’ Offensive Pattern 


Chief Of A.R.P. 
Will Observe 
Test Blackout 


HALIFAX, March 12.—(CP)— 
Hon. R. J. Manion, chief ef the 
Deminion's air raid precautions 
Organisation, and Hon. F. &. 
Davis, Nova Scotia's minister of 
health and provincial chairman 
of the civilian emergency com- 
mittee, will observe a test black- 
out in Halifax area tonight from 
the air, ‘ 

Dr, Manion disclosed this in a 
luncheon address to the Halifax 
Commercial Club in which he 
disclosed measures being taken by 
the A.R.P. organization to meet 
emergency conditions in the Do- 
minion during the war. 


HALT ALL TRAFFIC 


The blackout has been ordered to 
start at 7:30 p.m. There has been 
no announcement as to how long 
the blackout will last, but it is ex- 
Pected to be a lengthy one as a re- 
cent decision of the civic emergency 
committee set two hours as the 
minimum length of future black- 
outs. During the period, all traffic 
will be halted on city streets and 
unauthorized civilians have been 
ordered to rethain indoors. 


In his address Dr. Manion ssid 
the A.R-P. organization has been 
set up to organize civilians as a 
Precaution not only against air 
raids but against other forms of 
attack, including sabotage.

Tt is the duty of all civilians, as 
well as the various governments, 
he said, to assist in A.R-P. work in 
every possible way and to see that 
the setup in their own locality is 
properly organized. Individuals not 
only should study with some A.R.P. 
course, but should volunteer with 
some organization. 

The Dominion, for its part, was 
expected to advise the provinces 
how their A.R.P. organizations 
should be set up, to provide certain 
supplies to municipalities, to give 
some. money towards A.R.P. orga- 
nization, and to provide compensa- 
tion for A.R.P. workers who might 


be injured in performing their 
duties, 
In regard te equipment, Dr. 


Manion said his office felt it was 

the duty of the Dominion to pro- 
vide municipalities with all equip- 
ment required sbove peace-time 

requirements. 

The dominion. he said, had al- 
ready supplied communities in 
areas on the Atlantic and Pacific 
coasts considered most vulnerable 
to attack with “a great deal of 
equipment, and we are getting in 

ore as quickly as we can.” 


UST ARM FORCES 

Reminding hfs listeners that it 
was essential for the armed forces 
to be armed properly before civilian 
defence neds were filled, he said 
controls and priorities prevented 
his office from obtaining some sup- 
plies as quickly as it would like.

Hart made this remark at Secre- 
tary of the Navy Frank Knox's 
press conference yesterday. A re- 
porter had asked: 

“What is your viewpoint on the 
possibility of a frontal attack against 
the Japanese, gaining back step by 
step what they have taken? What 
do you think is the best strategy?” 

Hart replied: 


“The frontal attack is always most 
difficult and a flank attack is 
usually easier.” 


JAP AIR SUPERIORITY 

He said that afler issuing a pre- 
pared statement covering his views 
on the war in the Far Bast. Hart 
recently was relieved of his com- 
mand as commander-in-chief of the 
united naval forces in the south- 
west Pacific because of illness. He 
returned to Washington this week. 


His prepared statement said the 
Japanese won the initial campaign 
largely with air superiority. He 
referred to that superiority sev- 
eral times and, once when refer- 
ting te the American submarine 
campaign from Manila Bay, said: 
“This period was much shorter 
than had been expected because of 

the same old thing; enemy control 
of the air.” 

But Japanese victories, he added, 
were gained at great cost to them, 
while much of the American Asiatic 
fleet, with what is now ve'eran 
personnel, remains intact to carry 
on. 


EVENTUAL “SQUEEZE PLAY” 

Naval experts immediately inter- 
preted his answer on frontal versus 
flanking a‘tacks to mean that even- 
tually, the United Nations will move 
with great force westward through 
the Japanese mandated Pacific

Standard camp buildings will be

Butter, Soap 
Rationing Is 
Now Forecast 


OTTAWA, March 12, — (CP)— 
Faced with a shortage of fats, 
Canada should take steps to in- 
crease the production of flax, 
butter and lard, Joseph Harris 
(Cons., Toronto + Danforth) said 
Wednesday in the House of Com- 
mons. He predicted butter, lard 
and soap will be rationed in Can- 
ada before long. 

The discussion took place on the 
government's bill to raise the mini- 
mum guaranteed price for western 
wheat from 70 to 90 cents a bushel 

and Mr. Harris expressed approval 
of measures, associated with that 
bill, by which the government pro- 
poses to provide guaranteed mini- 
mum prices for flax, oats and barley. 


FAT SITUATION 

These steps, he said, would lead 
to improvemen, in the fat situation. 
More flax would make more lin- 
seed oil available and more oats 
and barley, if fed to livestock, 
would make for more lard and 
butter. 

Two western members, C, R. 
Evans (Lib, Maple Creek) and 
Robert Fair (N.D,, Battle River) 
took opposite points of view on the 
wheat legislation. Mr. Evans said 
he was disappointed the govern- 
ment had not advanced the wheat 
price to $1 but was prepared to de- 
fend the 90-cent price, confident 
that war developments would so 
improve the wheat position that a 
higher price would come. - 


WANTS PARITY PRICES 

Mr. Fair said the government had 
not gone far enough, and that he 
proposed to go out and tell western 
farmers to continue the fight for 
parity prices. There was no reason 
why farmers should not get fair 
prices when the chartered banks 
made immense profits. 

Mr. Harris said it was a mistake 
to assume more flax production 
would ‘relieve the vegetable oil 
shortage created by the cutting off 
of supplies from territories now 
occupied by the Japanese. Lin- 
seed oil could be used in food pro- 
ducts but was more difficult to 
handle than peanut oil and other 
products used so far on this contin- 
ent 

“T urge that every possible acre 
be put to flax,” said Mr, ‘Harris. 
“We should try to produce 20,000,- 
000 bushels this year.” 

The Canadian hag is too stream- 
lined for maximum lard produc- 
tion, said Mr. Harris. Reducing the 
weight of bacon hogs to meet the 
requirements of the British market 
for Wiltshire sides was bad for lard 
production, he said, suggesting the 
regulations limiting the weight of 
hogs be relaxed.

BUILT FOR DEFENCE 

The reason for continued enemy 
success¢s against the United Na- 
tions has become apparent. It is the 
Jack of a planned offensive 
strategy. Since the World War Great 
Britain, the United States and other 
democratically-minded nations, hop- 
ed for peace. They built for defence 
and made no plans to attack any- 
body. 

Germany and Japan, on the other 
hand, built up their war machines 
specifically for attack, They map- 
ped, charted, schemed and planned, 
sizing wp every voluntary spot and 
working out precise means of tak- 
ing it. After years of preparation 
they were able to pick their spots. 

Hong Kong, Singapore, Manils 

and Java all proved that the de- 
fences were not good enough. 
The Allies now are tackling the 
problem of catching up and turn- 
ing the tables. It takes time to 
evercome the initial advantage of 
the enemy in striking power, 

The United States and Britain in- 
disputably can outmatch the Axis 
in war production, When definite 
air and sea superiority have been 
attained, they will be able to pick 
the points of attack and find spots 
just as vulnerable as Singapore and 
Manila were. 

Until that time, the defensive 
will have to be maintained in many 
aveas, The status of both Australia 
end India still is defensive.

Thanks Country 
For Its Effort 


OTTAWA, March 12—(CP)— 
Prime Minister Mackensle King 
told the nation Wednesday night 
that Germany and Japan are 
“staking everything on 1942” as he 
thanked Canadians for their sup- 


port of the second Victory Loan 
and warned that “we cannot, even 
for a moment, afford to be con- 
wn with what we have achiev- 


Mr. King spoke on a national 
“Thank You” broadcast over facil- 
ities of the Canadian Broadcasting 
Corporation, Finance Minister Isley 
and J. W. Spinney, chairman of the 
national war finance committee 
which conducted the loan drive, 
also spoke briefly. 

“WORK AND SAVE” 

Mr. Ilsley outlined for Canadians 
a two-point program: “Work and 
Save.” 

Mr, Spinney, saying success in the 
loan did not mean Canadiang had 
finished the job, appealed for con- 
tinuation of “the great play of sav- 
ing for victory.” 

(Earlier in the day national loan 
headquarters announced that 1.500,- 
401 persons subscribed for bonds 
worth $979,217,100 in the three-week 
campaign which ended last Satur- 
day. Reports are not yet complete. 
Nominal objective of the drive was 
$600,000,000). 


“Never in this world’s history 
has the danger to civilization been 
comparable to what it is at this 
very hour,” Mr. King said. “Even 
in the short period since the 
launching of the loan, the enemy, 
on all fronts but one, has gained 
an almost continuous series of 
military successes. He is continu- 
ing to make further and far- 
reaching gains. 


“From every continent and from 
every ocean the call continues to 
come for more planes, more tanks, 
more munitions, more ships, more 
food. more fighting men.” 


“CRUCIAL YEAR” 


“The present is the crucial year,” 
the Prime Minister continued. “Ger- 
many and Japan are staking every- 
thing on 1942. 

“The pattern of world conquest, 
planned from the outset, is only too 
apparent in their combined and co- 
ordinated action. The survival of 
every nation is at stake. Now, more 
than at any other time, the maxi- 
mum force of the United Nations 
must be brought into action, 

“By their response to the second 
Victory Lean appeal the Can- 
adian people have again evi- 
denced, on the financial front, 
their united support of a maxi- 
mum national effort.. The gravity 
of the hour demands a like united 
determination in the prosecution 
of its every aspect.” 

It is no small achievement for a 
nation of less than 12,000,000 people 
to subscribe nearly $1,000,000,000, 
said Mr. King. The amount, of it- 
self, was impressive. Even niore 
impressive was the fact there were 
enly 1,500,000 individual subscrib- 
ers—“one Canadian out of every 
eight..." 

“Fhe self denial which has madé 
possible subscriptions in such num- 
bers is the surest guarantee of the 
enduring quality of our effort.” 


“MAXIMUM WAR EFFORT” 

The money subscribed in the loan 
would be added to the immense 
sums collected in taxes “to further 
the maximum war effort of which 
our country is capable.” It would 
help to expand the navy, army and 
air force, the coastal defences and 
the defences of vulnerable areas 
within the country. It would mean 
more complete equipment for Can- 
adian fighting men—more tanks, 
more bombers, more corvettes. It 
will help provide food, weapons 
and munitions, not only for the 
Canadian armed forces, but also 
for the armed forces of other na- 
tions in the common struggle. 

“It will help to shorten the 
war,” Mr. King said. “It will 
mean the hess of fewer lives.” 

Mr. King thanked all who sub- 
scribed to the loan and all wio 
contributed to the success of the 
campaign. The hundreds of thous- 
ands of small subscriptions had 
given the total national signifi- 
cance. 


EMPLOYEES’ CONTRIBUTIONS 

“I should like to make special re- 
ference to the contributions of 
wage earners,” said Mr. King. “In 
every free country, labor has clear- 
ly understood the issues of the pre- 
sent war. The workmen of Can- 
ada have made this understanding 
count in their subscriptions to this 
loan. Through the employee can- 
vass plan, almost 500,000 employees 
subscribed to the loan.” 

On behalf of the Canadian people 
aNd the government, the prime 
minister thanked Mr, Spinney, his 
associates and the voluntary work- 
ers who conducted the loan can- 
vass. He’ expressed appreciation 
for the part played by Mr. Isley 
and the valuable help given in the 
Campaign by the newspapers, the 
radio, the motion picture industry, 
and by others who contributed to 
the publicity for the loan. 


TIME TO SAVE 


Mr. Ilsley said that Canadians, 
whatever their position, could do 
two things: 

“First, work hard and well at our 
own particular jobs, to keep pro- 
duction up to the limit. 

“Secondly, save all we can, all 
the time, so that as much as pos- 
sible of our productior can be} 
spared for war purposes.

RA.F, Plane 
Sounds Siren 
Before Raid

BERN, March 12—How a single 
British bombing plane flew over 
the industrial sones near Paris 
which were to be the targets of 
the R.A.F. bombing raids on Tues- 
day (March 3) and again the fol- 


Ic ‘1g Sunday, and blew a siren 
to warn the civilian population, 
was related to your correspond- 
ent. by an eyewitness who has 
just arrived here from his home 
Near the bombed area. 
According to his statement, the 
British plane came over the threat- 
ened zone about eight minutes be- 
fore the actual bombings started. 

On Tuesday the civilians failed 
to understand the unprecedented 
warning siren and remained in their 
homes, but when the bomber came 
back on Sunday, just before the 
bombings of Poissy, the population, 
including the eyewitness himself, 
was wiser and fled to shelters like 
rabbits at a hunt, he said. 

HUGE DESTRUCTION 

This eyewitness gave a vivid aec- 
count of the tremendous destruction 
of factories caused by the British 
bombings of the Billancourt and 
Poissy areas and stressed the com- 
plete lack of any protection by the 
German military authorities. The 
only emplacements where the Ger- 
mans put up any defence at all, he 
said, were at the Villacoublay and 
Le Bourget airdromes on which 
they apparently feared the British 
might drop parachutists, 

The estimate of casualties 
among the Billancourt and Poissy 
residents as given by this eye- 
witness, was considerably lower 
than that published in the French 

Press. He placed the dead at 125 
and the wounded at 500. 

However, it must be remembered 
that any report of casualties must 
be taken as merely propagandistic, 
whether emanating from collabora- 
tionist or anti-collaborationist 
sources, as accurate figures cannot 
be obtained until all debris caused 
by the combined raids has been 
completely cleared. 

For the first time today the Ger- 
man Wehrmacht communique, 
speaking of the British bombing of 
Essen last night, refrains from using 
the year-long slogan, “no military 
objectives have been hit.” 


Britain Gives Up

McCarthy Tells

WASHINGTON, March 12 —

| AIR TRAINING 


The Commonwealth Air Training 
Plan, already turning out pilots and 
air crews at a rate “that would 
Startle you” soon will be “one of 
the main training grounds for the 
United Nations,” he predicted with- 
out elaborating on the proposed 
changes, It was revalled that pre- 
dictions were made in Ottawa a 
short time ago that the training plan 
which now ‘involves 102 schools 
scattered across Canada might be 
integrated with the general trainiiig 
of pilots for the United States army 
air corps, 

The minister used the over-sub- 
scription of Canada’s recent $600,- 
000,000 Victory Loan to impress list- 
eners with the Dominion’s earnest- 
ness and all-out effort. He empha- 
sized that of Canada's population 
of 11,400,000 of “the least war- 
minded people on the face of the

“They are literally turning out 
war materials for every Allied army 
On every front. 

“Canadian Bren guns, produced 
in what is at the moment the 
largest automatic arms plant in 
the world, were among the first 
weapons to reach China from the 
outside, 

“Canadian tanks are moving to 
Russia in a steady flow. 

“A million tons of Canadian 
commercial shipping will come off 
the ways for the service of the Un- 
ited Nations this year.” 

Canada, he said, was indebted to 
the United States for its co-opera- 
tion and material assistance without 
which “we could never have achiey- 
ed what we have.” 


“SPIRIT OF FREEDOM” 


“I would like to remind my fel- 
low-countrymen,” he continued, 
“that there exists in the United 
States the same fierce spirit of 
freedom, the same tough determina- 
tion to accomplish whatever the day 
demands. 

“If Canada, overnight, has be- 
come a formidable military power, 
I predict that these Americans, with 
11 times Canada’s manpower, 15 
times her wealth, will in a matter of 
months be taking a contribution in 
full proportion to their numbers and 
wealth.”

He was joint author of a treatise 
on criminal law and a manual for 
justices of the peace. 

KING PAYS TRIBUTE 
TO HIS DEAD FRIEND

Prime Minister Mackenzie King last 
night was deeply affected by the 
death in Ottawa General hospital of 
Senator Raoul Dandurand, his con- 
stant colleague since Mr. King be- 
came leader of the Liberal party 

“Throughout all these years, since 
I took over the leadership of the 
Liberal party, he and I have worked 
together jin closest co-operatidn, 
much in the same manner as Mr. 
Lapointe (the late Justice Minister 
Lapointe) and I worked together,” 
said Mr, King in spoken tribute to 
Senator Dandurand. “Senator Dan- 
durand was leading the Senate 
while I was leading the House of 
Commons. 

“I could not have had a closer 
or more loyal friend—both polit- 
ical and personal—than Senator 
Dandurand has been during this 
entire period.”

Restrictions on sports events, 
such as dog racing and boxing, are 
expected to reduce private motor- 
ing still further and at the same 
time reduce the number of work- 
ing hours lost in vital Industries,

General Alexander, new British 
commander in Burma, has begun well. 
He evacuated Rangoon without losing 
his army. 

The loss of the city and the area 
which it dominated is important, but 
that was inevitable. It was never 
claimed, as of Hong Kong and Singa- 
pore, that the place could be held per- 
manently. But, with American and R. 
A. F. air support, the delaying action 
was long sustained and costly to the 
enemy. That the troops were taken 
out in time, and the port burned, is 
the best news the circumstances made 
possible. 

Had it been practicable to extricate 
the garrison at Hong Kong, and had 
Singapore been evacuated when its fate 
began to be predicted in ‘London des- 
patches, seven or eight divisions would 
have been added to the defenders of 
Java or Burma or Australia. 

At Rangoon the Japanese got only 
a heap of ashes and an empty port, 
while the defenders have joined the 
Chinese in northern Burma—to defend 
the new “Burma road” to Chungking 
and threaten the enemy flank. That is 
encouragingly different. 


An Example Of Disunity 


Sir Stafford Cripps is going to India 
to see whether the political, racial and 
credal groups there will close their 
ranks to resist the Japanese. He takes 
along a formula for home rule which it 
is hoped will be acceptable to both the 
Hindu majority and the Moslem minor- 
ity. If they do not agree on the home 
rule question, London apparently ex- 
pects that the disputants will make no 
serious attempt to defend the country 
or themselves until the Jap dive-bomb- 
ers scatter death and destruction across 
the land—which would be too late for 
effective action. 

Nearly two years ago India was 
promised Dominion status following 
the war. The groups have not yet 
agreed as to the kind of a constitution 
they would like, or would tolerate. The 
cabinet at London has drafted a plan 
which Sir Stafford will submit to them. 
It will be rather surprising if they ac- 
cept, for the menace that now over- 
hangs them has been growing for three 
months without inducing joint action 
for defence. 

The only enduring basis for self- 
government in this far from idealistic 
world is self-dependence, and by that 
test the people of India do not show up 
very well. There are many thousands 
of excellent Indian soldiers fighting 
with the British forces in distant thea- 
tres of war. But the masses of the 
population do not seem to have been 
Stirred nor their leaders greatly im- 
pressed by the approaching savagery 
that threatens to engulf them. 

Do the bickering factions imagine 
Gandhi could charm the Japanese into 
being benevolent task-masters, or that 
the native princes could influence them 
to refrain from looting? 


Let's Be Realistic 


Mr. Austin Taylor, chairman of the 
commission which is charged with the 
removal of Japanese from the defence 
area in British Columbia, says none will 
be sent into districts where they are 
not wanted. A strict “application of 
this rule would make it probable that 
the Japanese will have to be left right 
where they are. If there is any part 
of Canada where objection has not been 
made or would not be made to an influx 
of these people, that district does not 
seem to have advertised its readiness to 
receive them, 

But the fact remains—these Japan- 
ese are officially and popularly regard- 
ed as a menace in the defence area. 
There have been popular demands for 
their removal, and the necessary legal 
steps have been taken to comply with 
those demands. It is obvious that if 
they are a menace in the western half 
of British Columbia they would be only 
in degree less a menace in the eastern 
half of that province, and that their re- 
moval to points far inland would be in 
the interests of national security. Yet 
when it was proposed to move some of 
them to Ontario and to Manitoba the 
idea had to be abandoned because popu- 
lar protests were raised. 

The public attitude toward this 
question is neither realistic nor safe. 
To gay at one and the same time that 
the Japanese should be removed but 
must not be removed is absurd. And 
if they constitute a public danger in the 
coastal area, patriotism surely requires 
that they be tolerated somewhere else 
for the duration of the war. 

It is not a matter of obliging the 
Japanese; they are quite content where 
they are. It is a question of safe- 
guarding British Columbia, by permit- 
ting the removal of alien enemies and 
persons of alien enemy descent from 
that province. The other provinces 
could surely do that much for the pro- 
vince which, if it is attacked, will in

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After, Java? 


Once the island was attacked, neith- 
er the Dutch authorities in Java nor 
spokesmen at Allied capitals  else- 
where seemed to have much confidence 
that it could be held and made the stop- 
ping block of the Japanese advance. 
Since the decisive victory they won 
over the first expeditionary force in 
the Java Sea, but which cost them the 
bulk of their air power and vital naval 
units, the defenders have admittedly 
fought on in hope that reinforcements 
would reach them from somewhere.

Britain's Sugar Problem 


Many Shrewd Devices Employed ‘' 


to Spin Out Their Rationing 
of Sweet Stuffs 


FROM THE BRITISH LIBRARY OF 
INFORMATION (NEW YORK) 


British housewives have learned many 
dodges in the last two years to make their 
limited sugar supplies go farther. 

Give an English housewife a ration of 
half a pound of sugar per week and she 
manages—just. Give her 12 ounces and 
she does very well. Give her a pound (but 
she has never had a pound since war be- 
gan) and she would hoard a part of it for 
making jam. 

The basic ration in England during the 
last year has been half a pound per week 
per person, but at various times the ration 
has been increased by another four ounces. 

At the beginning of the war, syrups 
were unrationed, but for the last few 
months they have been included in the 
jam ration which allows each person one 
pound of jam, jelly, marmalade, mince 
meat, syrup or sweet spreads a month. 
Honey—if you can get it—is still un- 


restricted. 
Registered 


The housewife is registered with one 
grocer for at least a three-month period, 
and buys her ration from him weekly. At 
her purchase, she surrenders a coupon for 
every registered member of her household, 
but it is possible to deposit a block of 
coupons and leave a standing order for 
weekly deliveries, It is not possible to buy 
more than one week’s ration at a time, 
to get an advance on next week’s ration 
or to take advantage of an unused last 
week's coupon, 

Most housewives divide the week's 
Tation in half—a quarter of a pound is 
measured out into individual pots for each 
member of the family and the rest is pool- 
ed for a general cooking fund. Boarding 
houses and American-plan hotels also pro- 
vide residents with little separate sugar 
cups to last through the week. And if a 
greedy guest uses up his whole ration in 
a few days, there is no use in appealing 
for more, 

Catering establishments — restaurants, 
hotels, tea rooms and the like—have an 
additional sugar ration, and the casual 
guest is given a small teaspoonful of sugar 
with his pot of tea or coffee, 


Cakes 


It is still possible to obtain enough 
cakes outside the house to make it unnec- 
essary to stretch the ration for baking 
these at home, But iced cakes are seldom 
seen except at birthday parties. 

Desserts are made much less sweet 
than they used to be, and each member of 
the family uses his own little portion to 
make up the deficiency. If he has already 
used his sugar on his breakfast food or in 
his coffee, he eats his acid gooseberry tart 
without complaining, 

Most grocers can allow about half a 
pound of dried fruit—raisins or dates—per 
customer a month, and the housewife is 


careful to sweeten her apple pie or rice 
pudding with these instead of sugar. 

The Summer fruit season, with its 
plentiful supply of those things which re- 
quire the Serna sweetening, is hard on 
the English housewife. The season last 
Summer was bad, and strawberries and 
raspberries were scarce, But gooseberries 
and currants were available, and there 
was far more rhubarb than could be 
sweetened. 

Every woman has her pet method of 
sugar-saving in cooking rhubarb. Some of 
them add a little salt in cooking it; some 
soak the stalks in boiling water for five 
minutes before cooking; some add raisins. 
But all agree that the fruit season givey 
them a constant headache. Canned fruit 
in heavy syrup is practically unobtainable, 
and the available bottled fruit must stil) 
be sugared. Nor are there any supplies 
left of gelatine packaged desserts, sweet- 
ened custard or junket powder, canned 
puddings or the like. 

Sweet Course 

Most families serve a sweet course with 
only one meal a day, the midday meal if 
there are children in the family. 

Almost €very housewife has her little 
secret hoard of sugar kept for guests or 
emergencies—usually saved out of her 
own ration, For tea, a sugar bow! filled 
with somewhat dusty lumps always ap- 
pears and is handed around to guests, But 
the guests know enough to refuse the 
offer. 

At the beginning of the war, a great 
many people used saccharine, and many 
of them would still like to do so, But sac- 
charine is becoming increasingly difficult 
to obtain, and four out of five drug stores 
have a sign on their doors reading: “No 
saccharine’—which usually means they 
can supply a limited amount to regular 
patrons, but have none for the casual pur- 
chaser,

There was also a Lord Rothschild who 
when a smart youngster spoke scornfully 
of farthings, mildly remarked, “You can 
have little acquaintance with big finan- 
celal transactions, young man, or you would 
know that in many cases the entire profit 
depends on farthings.”

Editor, Bulletin: I note—with feelings 
of gratitude and pride—the articles in the 
press in reference to the recent visit of a 
company of United States and Canadian 
engineers and government officials to Cal- 
gary, Edmonton and the Far North, for 
the purpose of mapping out a tentative 
route for a United States-Canadian-Alaska 
military road. It is a source of pleasure 
to both peoples that the Americas are 
united in this necessary undertaking. 

From the viewpoint of an ordinary citi- 
zen, however, may I draw the attention 
of those using our highways, and the 
dwellers in cities and towns, that it may 
not be—and probably is not—in the public 
interest that the military route pass 
through the urban districts or along the 
present Calgary and Edmonton highway, 
or use the bridges of the cities. 

Not sage for the moment, perhaps, 
the entirely different kind of traffic a mili- 
tary road is intended to accommodate, the 
public and the A.A.A. would possibly be 
very well advised to very seriously con- 
sider these matters, and not insist on the 
route passing through the urban districts, 
but rather that it pass to one side.

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Gold Standard 


Editor, Bulletin: “The gold question,” 
declared Dr, Cyril James, principal of Mc- 
Gill, in an address to the American Bar 
Association, “must be considered as a pro- 
blem of social and political philosophy 
rather than one of purely monetary 
theory, 

“If you believed in national autarchy 
(sovereignty),” he said, “the present gold 
policy of the U.S.A, is perhaps the most 
stupendous folly in history, But if you be- 
lieved in some form of world economic 
order, it may be regarded as a most con- 
structive contribution to the future wel- 
fare of the U.S.A. and the world.” 

Dr, James, formerly professor of fin- 
ance at the University of Pennsylvania, 
declared : “The gold holdings of the U.S.A., 
more than 21 billions, were at stake. A 
British victory meant continuance of gold 
as the monetary medium, otherwise gold 
would be useless.” (Toronto Dairy Star, 
Sept., 1940.) 

That was said before “Pearl Harbour.” 
Britain and her Empire stood alone de- 
fending democracy (and 20 billions of 
American gold), But now: 

“ .. The meaning of total war may be 
understood by the present attitude toward 
gold mining. It is rated as one of the non- 
essential] industries, wasteful of materials, 
machinery and labor, What is gold good 
for? True, the U.S. buys gold from Great 
Britain and thus provides for Britain what 
the bankers pave dollar exchange; but 
what is the point of that with lend-lease 
running?

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Farm Debts 


Editor, Bulletin: Allow me to commend 
Mr. Weir's artiele on the farm debt situa- 
tion for the understanding and knowledge 
of conditions displayed. The position of the 
farmer is but little understood by the 
town dwellers and not at all by those who 
have been entrusted with the function of 
adjusting his debts. 

Most of the farmers’ debts were cone 
tracted when wheat was somewhere be- 
tween one and two dollars per bushel 
which left him some margin of profit, but 
when wheat dropped down to about 30¢ 
or 40c at the farm, which it did in the 
years 1931-2-3-4, then it should be plain 
to the meanest intellect that it was im- 
possible to pay anything of either prin- 
ciple or interest off the debt. The mort- 
gage companies, however, thought differ- 
.ently and applied all the pressure they 
could, making the lives of many farmers - 
a misery to them, 

Although these companies are sup- 
posed to be headed by business men who 
understand such things as costs, over- 
head and prices, and should realize that 
if they had to combat similar conditions to 
what the farmer was faced with, as for 
instance, making loans at 1 per cent, they 
would have also been unable to pay their 
way. Yet they preferred to take the stand 
that the farmer had suddenly become dis- 
honest overnight; and tried to make out 
that the farmer could pay, if he tried, out 
is 40c wheat and other produce in propor- 

ion, 

Such crass stupidity is almost unbe- 
lievable. But it has been happening for 
nearly ten years and it is only now that 
present day happenings like the lease lend 
bill, and the loan of credit and goods to 
Britain, begin to bring home to Mr. Aver- 
age Citizen the fact that the farmer has 
been virtually robbed, and that is the rea- 
son he could not pay his debts. 

The real reason the farmer received no 
practical consideration was because he 
kept on working, producing and selling at 
robbery prices. He protested, but—kept on 
working, and everybody said, well, he 
must be getting on all right, otherwise he 
could not keep on. Well, he pot his eats, 
and that’s about all. His machinery worn 
out, his farm weedy, fences decrepit, 
buildings tottering and unrepaired, taxes 
unpaid, and mortgage interest piling up, 
and the nit wits still said he must be made 
to pay. Look how well fed he is. Yes, be- 
calise he raised the food, that’s all. No 
thanks to the mortgage companies, who 
merely wished to bankrupt him and not 
to starve him. 

As Mr. McNab says, the mortgage com- 
panies did not wish a flood of foreclosures, 
We know they did not, because if that had 
happened, they would have been under 
the necessity of finding a large number ° 
of tenants at once, and that might have 
been difficult, or else work the farms 
themselves, which also they did not want. 
They merely wanted foreclosures, a’ few 
at a time, so they could pick them off one 
by one, and also carry on a war of nerves, 
spurring the jaded but still hopeful’ones, 
to superhuman efforts, ir®the vain attempt 
to preserve their equity. 

Yes, we understand the method very 
well, Mr. McNab, having experienced it, 
and the farmers are realizing more and 
more every day, that, under the present 
system, the inevitable end to greater pro- 
duction, more efficiency, lowered cost of 
production, ete, is—foreclosure by the 
creditor, 

Debt, which is supposed to be the main 
trouble of the farmers, is caused by low 
prices, over which they have no control, 
and no amount of debt adjustment regula 
tion will ever be permanently satisfactory 
until prices for farm produce are put at 
something above the cost of production,

British and American newspapermen 
in Soviet areas speak very highly of the 
results of this aystem., They declare it is 


not' only of inestimable value to the young 
folk but to the state as well. 
Canadian Youth 

Canadian children are just as patriotic 
and capable as Russian children, They are 
just as anxious to play a part, however 
small, in the defence of Canada. 

On every side, you hear expressions of 
keenness from these young people to do 
what they can and contribute their time 
and energies towards the security of this 
country, ; 

This is not an impulse to be curbed. 
This desire to assume responsibility, to 
undergo discipline and to learn self- 
reliance should be encouraged in every 
possible way. ; 

Every boy and girl from Grade 9 up 
to the age of 18 years should be given a 
chance to play a part in the defence of 
Canada, 

They should be taught what to do in 
cases of emergency. They should be taught 
how to help and not hinder the constituted 
authorities in the event of attack or in- 
vasion. 

Canada has a great reserve of energy, 
Initiative and intelligence in the young 
people of this country, 

It is only fair to the country and to the 


young people themselves that this energy, 


and intelligence should be adequately and 
profitably harnessed. 


Nucleus 


In the training of young Canadians for 
war service within their capacity and 
within the necessary limits of humanity, 
as laid down in our civilized conception 
of the treatment of youth, there is already 
a splendid nucleus for this training in the 
Boy Scouts organization, 

Young fellows who have been Scouts 
for some time have already acquired a 
manliness and self-reliance and a knowl- 
edge of practical subjects useful in war- 
time. 

The thing to do, then, is to expand the 
curriculum of Scout work, wherever !t is 
necessary, and to take vigorous steps to 
enrol] every boy in the country in that 
useful organization, 

These boys could be taken on as perm- 
anent Scouts or as wartime Scouts, just 
as the officials of the organization decided, 

Perhaps it would not be necessary to 
alter the nature of the regular Scout work 
very much, Perhaps some changes would 
be expedient, That would all have to be 
discussed very carefully, 

But these boys, all Canadian boys, 
should have a thorough grounding in first 
aid, in air raid precautions, in performing 
necessary services in black-outs and in a 


thousand and one other capacities essen- 
tial to total war in which boys are quite 
as useful as men. 


And the Girls 


_ Just as the Boy Scouts could expand 
itself into a wartime organization for all 
the boys of Canada, so could the Girl 
Guides expand into a similar organization 
for al] Canadian girls. 

In this present international crisis, 
every Canadian girl over the age of 13 
should understand the rudiments of home 
nursing, the principles of first aid and 
the knack of adapting straitened food 
rations to the needs of a family. 

As with the boys, there are a thousand 
and one jobs these girls could do quite 
as well as adult women. 

The Girl Guides organization would 
appear to be the proper body to undertake 
that training since so much of the present 
Girl Guide work runs along those lines, 

Even if this country is never the scene 
of actual combat, all this training, for both 
boys and giris, would be intensely value 
able, practically and morally, fof every 
individual child. 

Canada’s children are anxious to enlist 
in the country’s service. They can be 
taught to be of service, 

The Girl Guide and Boy Scout associae 
tions would seem to be the proper nucleus

Boosting appropriations on in- 
come and capital account by 
$284,445 over the current fiscal 
year, estimates totalling $4,164,- 
094 for the provincial public 
works department were approved 
by the legislature's committee of 
the whole, Wednesday. 

The estimates on income account 
were $2,2712,864, a rise of $130,828, 
while on capital account they were 
$1,451,230, an increase of $153,517. 


In discussion of the estimates, J. J. 


Bowlen, Lib, Calgary, asked 
whether the winter road from 
Grimshaw to Hay River, N.W.T., 


would be useful in view of the new 
developments in the building of an 
Alaska highway by the U.S. Army. 


ALASKA HIGHWAY 

Hon. W, A. Fallow, minister of 
public works, replied that it would 

eventually, although it was not 
directly on the route at present be- 
ing followed. 

“The road they are building 
new is only a pack trail, nine feet 

wide, to service the chain of air-' 
ports to Alaska,” Mr. Fallow said. 
“But they'll soen find out that 
the airports are in the wrong 
place and move them over where 
they should be and then our road 
will be on the route.” 

(Mr. Fallow has for some time 
been an advocate of an Alaska 
highway route which would follow 
the Mackenzie River to Fort Nor- 
man, then cross the height of land 
westward to Mayo, Y-T.) 


CONDITION OF BRIDGES 

D. M. Duggan, Ind., Edmonton, 
asked what the situation was re- 
garding bridges, stating he had 
heard that about 100 bridges were 
“near collapse.” 

The minister replied that main 
highway bridges were in good shape 
but the municipal bridges were in 
a serious situation. The department 
was renewing them as quickly as 
it could with funds available. 


He explained that some 20,000 
bridges had been built in the pro- 
vince, most of them within two 
or three years, at a total cost of 
$15,000,000. A large unmber were 
nearing the end of their life at the 
same time, he said. However, 
some were being taken out and 
did not need replacement as the 
spring run-off had decreased. 

Bridges of not more than 20 feet 
in span were entirely a municipal 
responsibility, he said, but some 

help was given to municipalities 
that lacked funds, 


FOR MAINTENANCE 

The estimates for bridge main- 
tenance was $212,250, for main high- 
way maintenance $775,000, for dis- 
trict highways and local roads $300,- 
000, An increase of $128,300 was 
provided in this last item, but 
$125,000 is chargeable to local im- 
provement districts, so that the 
total to be spent is $425,000. 

On capital account the amount 
for bridge construction is $35,000 
and for main highway construction 
$843,400. 

The minister told a questioner 
that there is nobody living in Gov- 
ernment House but a caretaker. The 
former official residence has been 
closed since May, 1938. 

D. J. McKinnon, Ind., Gleichen, 
suggested that the highway traffic 
board be allowed to permit farm- 
mers to haul each other's produce 
to market on a co-operative 
basis, He said he did not pro- 
pose to put commercial truckers 
out of business, but felt this 
measure would be wise in view 
of the wartime shortage of gas0- 
Hine and rubber. 

“We don't know exactly what 
the situation is in this regard and it 
would be a presumption to make 
regulations unfil we know,” Mr.

BEATIN’ THE BLITZ

Orrea Pernel, 
British woman violinist, won a 
firm place in the affections of Ed- 
monton music-lovers, when she 
appeared in recital at the Empire 
theatre on Wednesday evening, 
under the auspices of the Wo- 
men's Musical Club. This was the 
fourth of the five concerts in the 
current season's Celebrity Series. 

It was her debut recital here. 
That she so firmly entrenched her- 
self, is a tribute to her genuine ar- 
tistry. Among the top-ranking 
violinists of her sex in the present 
generation, remember the name of 
Orrea Pernel, It is an easy name 
to remember and will be made more 
so by reason of the frequency with 
which it is bound to crop up in 
musical circles in the future. 

Technically, she ig splendidly 
equipped. ‘Her fingers are facile and 
accurate, 


UNDER CONTROL 

Her bow is under absolute con- 
trol and her tone is round, full and 
true. These mechanical essentials 
are directed by a poised musician- 
ship. Her playing throughout was 
of the type that distinguishes the 
heart-born from the studio-born 
performance. Conviction animat- 
ed her entire program, which was 
played, not with a coating of sugar 
and with no dilution designed with 
an eye to popular consumption, but 
with a powerful concentrate of sin- 
cerity and musical meaning. 

Miss Pernel opened her program 
with Bach’s Sonata in E Minor, 
comprising the four movements, 
Prelude, Adagio Allemanda and 
Gigue. Her appreciation of form 
and phrasing and development of 
style combined to prove her abil- 
ity to make Bach's complex violin- 
composing pleasing to the ear. 

For her performance of Brahms’ 
Sonata in A Major, opus 100, Miss 
Pernel redoubled her desire for 
thoroughness, She put on her 
glasses and played from the music: 
Although not a profound work and 
one of the simplest of its composer's 
chamber compositions, this sonata is 
replete with beauty. 


INDICATE BEAUTY 

The qualifying adjectives given 
the titles of its movements, namely, 
amiable, tranquil and gracious, in- 
dicate the beauty of the whole; its 
untrammelled happiness, free from 
any suggestion of pensive regret, 
which may be found in Brahms’ 
later writings. Miss Pernel gave the 
sonata a splendid performance and 
the lovely melody played on the 
violin’s fourth string, in the Finale, 
was specially noteworthy. 

Among the smaller compositions 
were Sarabande by Croft, arranged 
by Harold Craxton; Mozart's Dondo 
in G; Bloch’s Contrition and Im- 
provisation; Milhaud’s Spring, the 
Schubert - Kreisler Ballet Music 
from Rosamunde and Herbert 
Hughes arrangement of The Ten- 
penny-Bit Jig. 

Encores included the Paganini- 
Kreisler Prelude and Allegro; 
Kreisler’s Caprice Viennois and a 
Gluck Melody arranged by Kreisier. 

Gordon Kushner, at the piano, 
provided well-played accompani- 
ments. 

Toward the end, Miss Pernel was 
presented with a bouquet on behalf 
of the Musical Club,

The committee completed passage 
of the estimates of $235,958 for the 
department of trade and industry, 
under which the board is admin- 
istered, This was an increase of 
$25,883 over the estimates of the 
present fiscal year, largely account. 
ed for by salary increases and a 
cost-of-living bonus, 

CRITICIZES POLICY 

Rising to continue the debate, be- 
gun Monday, on the Social Credit 
board item George MacLachlan, 
Ind., Pembina, said the Social Credit 
members had the right to advocate 
any theory they wished, provided 
they paid their expenses out of 
their: own pockets. He felt the 

board’s expenses should not come 
out of public funds. Though he felt 
the board members and others on 
the Social Credit side were sincere 
in their beliefs, he said there was 
no common ground on what was 
truth in political theories, There- 
fore the government should not ask 
all the peopde to share in the ex. 
pense of the board's work. 

Perey McKelvey, Ind. Ponoka, 
asked the terms of the tenure of 
office of L. D, Byrne, technical ad- 
visor to the board.

That strikes me as the final act in the passing of that picturesque 
old north country—a sort of slapstick anti-climax. John Dalziel of 
Yellowknife sent me the yarn after viewing the still warm body of 
the wolf and talking to witnesses of this weird traffic fatality. 


Here is the story: 

On Monday, March 2, Hee Demers of Yellowknife started with his 
1940 model sedan taxi to go to the Ptarmigan mine camp about eight 
miles away over a winding road through the bush. After covering about 
swung around a sharp bend and there

was a big timber wolf trotting 
Demers was going.

Last night the minister said that 
it is probable a total of four plants 
will be required for the three steps 
in the manufacturing ‘process which 
is to be used. A plant which will 
utilize oil for the principal process 
is to be built in southwestern On- 
tario. 

“Work is already under way on 
the preliminary plans and speci- 
fications of certain of the plants 
that will be needed,” Mr. Howe 
said in a statement. “It is expect- 
ed that production will begin be- 
fore the end of 1943, and that when 
the plants are working to capa- 
city their output will be sbout 
34,000 long tons per year.” 

The minister said the synthetic 
production will not relieve the 
shortage insofar as -the civilian is 
concerned. ~ 


FOR WAR PURPOSES 

“Every ounce of the synthetic 
rubber will be earmarked for war 
purposes,” he said. “This means, 
of course, that the civilian will have 
to do without rubber of any kind 
for all but absolutely essential 
needs, and, in any event, will have 
to get along with reclaimed rubber 
wherever possible.” 


Alan H. Williamson, controller 
of supplies, said the type of syn- 
thetic rubber which will be man- 
ufactured in Canada is known as 
“buna.” / This “buna rubber” is 
made from buta diene, 75 per 
cent, and styrene, 25 per cent, 

“Oil will be used in‘ making the 
buta diene, and it has been decid- 
ed to erect a plant for this purpose 
in southwestern Ontario,” last 
night's statement said. “What the 
styrene will be manufactured from 
will not be made public.”

‘Bill Provides 
Increase In 
Pension Rate 


The bill to provide a suplement- 
ary allowance to old age and 
blind pensioners, introduced Wed-

The increase also will apply to 
persons who may in future be 
granted pensions under authority of 
the Alberta pension commission.

provide the raw materials for the 
production of meat, dairy and poul- 
try products, Coarse grains can be, 
and are, converted into these pro- 
ducts on the farm. Therefore, the 
real value of barley, for example, is 
not its cash market value, but its 
value when converted into one of

PROVIDE IMPETUS 

A common  British-Russian- 
American fighting front could be 
thrown quickly across the thin tip 
of Finland and this front in time 
might provide just the impetus the 
Russians need to turn the whole 
German northern flank and col- 
lapse it upon the Baltic states and 
East Prussia itself.

When the family income is low it 
becomes especially important to 
make sure that the foods purchased 
are nutritious as well as inexpen- 
sive In order that all the needs of 
nutrition may be met, the food 


buyer must understand what makes ; 


a well-balanced dietary and must 
provide the necessary protein, food 
minerals, vitamins, and so on. A'so, 
special thought may be required in 
determining how much is to be 
epent on milk, butter or its sub- 
stitutes, eggs, and how much on 
starches, which are generally inex- 
pensive 

When the housewife gets down to 
fundamentals she finds that the 
diet depends upon what foods are 
generally selected. When she ges 
to the market, she does not attempt 
to take home a portion of all the 
food displayed, but makes a <elec- 
tion, If she chooses at random, she 
may spend a great deal more murecy 
than is necessary and still not have 
all the foods needed for good 
health; whereas if she chooses fouds 
carefully. not onty for cost but also 
for nourishing qualities, she nay 
spend less money and at the same 
time, ensure that her family will 
be better fed. 

When you try to boil down the 
problem of feeding the family inex- 
pensively, you will find # ress 
upon this basis of right fod 
elements, then it is possible to 
choose among all of the foods in 
that group in order to take the one 
which fits your particular food 
budget. : 

The person who buys the food is 
the one who controls the amount of 
money to bé spent cn that food. Food 
costs depend upon that person in 
the family who tells the clerk, “I'll 
take this,” and then opens up the 
pocketbook and pays for it When 
that person selects wisely, then the 
money spent on food may be made 
to go a long way. ‘

Eastward, the “help wanted, fe- 
male” columns of the newspapers 
present equally interesting inform- 
ation. A Toronto paper records 
“Wanted, two young ladies for light 
parts delivery trucks. Chauffeur's 
license ‘required. Apply . hd 

And not so very long ago, Mrs 
Marion Orr and Miss Violet Mil- 
stead of Toronto, as ferry pilots, 
landed a plane in an eastern Can- 
ada airport. 

In Montreal, calls have gone out 
for girl barbers and _ gasoline 
station attendants. 

Winnipeg was starticd a few 
months ago with the appearance 
of girls as board-markers in the 
office of a stock-brokers’ firm. 
The girls wear slacks and blouses 
Or sweaters. For the first few 
days, there was an unprecedented 
rush of men to the office to read 
the boards. 

Ottawa felt “the dreaded blow” 
this month, when messenger girls 
moved in, to deliver telegrams in 
the heart of the city. And at the 
same time a new classification of 
civil servants was inaugurated 
when the “office girl” took her 
place in the Dominion’s parliament 
buildings. 

On the east coast, the Halifax 
civic cabs committee, has approved 
#n application of a taxi company 
to have women drive its cars, and 
the company manager said he ex- 
pected to employ about 12 women 
to replace men called up for 
service. 

Across the border, in the United 
States, a young lady, 5°32” and 
weighing 111 pounds. has become 
the first and only woman test pilot 
in the country. Her new career is 
bound to encourage the growing 
army of American women pilots, 
many of whom are reported to be 
impatient, almost to the point of 
fury, because the government has 
been slow to use their services. 

In many Canadian points, women 
are engaged working in war in- 
dustry factories, taking their places 
beside men, and proving their 
worth. 


UP IN THE AIR 

Women are up in the air in Eng- 
land. Many R.A-F. planes flying 
through Britain's busy daylight 
skies have women at the controls 
Miss Pauline Gower's Air Trans- 
port Auxiliary pilots have ferried 
more than 2,000 airships safely to 
R.A-F. stations. They fly four dif- 
ferent types of planes and generally 
cover 2,000 miles a day 

“T'll go quietly” is being heard 
these days in Brighton, England, 
for “black marias” or police 
wagons are now being driven by 
women, relieving men for urgent 
war work. Imagine the prisoner's 


sensation, being chauffered to a 
Police station by a pretty young 
thing! 

A story comes from London of 
a gunnery sergeant lecturing, rec- 
ently, to a group of English girl 
workers on the operation of an 
artillery piece set up at a practice 
range. While he lectured, four of 
the girls started a private discus- 
sion on the gun’s firing mechanism 

“You seem to know more about 
this than I do,” interrupted the 
sergeant. “Well, we make these 
guns,” replied one of the girls, ex- 
plaining that they had visited the 
range to see the guns fired for the 
first time, 

It has been announced that one 
third of the Post Office organiza- 
tion in London, England, now con- 
sists of women, Altogether there 
are 100,000 women and girls en- 
gaged in some form of postal work 
including 1,600 women engineers, 


VARIED ACTIVITIES 

English women are conductresses 
on trams and busses, are employed 
at the railway stations, are van 
drivers and have even taken on 
the perilous assignment of window- 
cleaning. 

Sit-down jobs are offered to 
many older women in British fac- 
tories. After medical examination, 
one woman of 84 was found to be 
physically fit for the work and 
was accepted, She helps make the 
20-millimetre cannon shells used 
by the R.A-F. for breaking up en- 
emy pianes. And, what's more, she 
says she enjoys doing it 

Reports received in Kuibyshev, 
Russia, from the Archangel region, 
say crews of women lumberjacks 
have invaded vast Russian lumber 
camps, replacing men, One camp 
of 186 women was said to be per- 
forming all the normal tasks of 
the lumberjacks, from cutting trees 
to floating huge rafts. 

And, constantly, the volunteering 
of women for service in the aux- 
iliary forces goes on around the 
world...

When Mr. Tellier and J. C. Ma- 
haffy, K.C., Ind., Calgary, suggested 
that it would better serve the in- 
terests of justivte to have a J.P. paid 
for each case he heard, regardless of 
its outcome, the premier said the 
present practice had been in force 
for 25 years and had been found to 
work satisfactorily. This question, 
he said, had been discussed last 
year and the legislature had decid- 
ed to make no change in the system. 

Mr. Mahaffy suggested that 
clerks in the land titles offices 
should have a “better designation” 
and remuneration more com- 
mensurate with their responsib- 
ilities, The minister replied that

POLICING COST

He had no information as to whether 
the cost was increasing or dimin- 
ishing.
